Dear Mr. Newman: 

With reference to the Nebraska hills in my possession which 
we were discussing the other evening following the meeting in New York, 

I find that they are Notes of the Fontenelle Bank of Bellevue. I have 
the denominations of $10, $5, $3, $2 and $1. There are two types of 
$5 notes, the only difference being in the color of the paper. All 
were prepared by Danforth, Wright & Co., New York and Hailadelphia, 
and contain the signatures of John (i can't make out the middle initial) 
Tom, Cashier and John Weare or Wease as President. These appear to 
have been hand-signed as they were issued and each has a hand-printed 
serial number. The lowest serial number of the $1 bills is 90 and they 
go up to 1161. Some have been cancelled by a round hole punched in the 
approximate center of each bill and others by what looks like a razor 
slash across the face of the bill. All of them also have small holes 
punched in the lower portion of the bill. 

If it would be helpful to you to examine any of these personally 
let me know and I shall be happy to send them to you. 

I know nothing of their background, for they came down to me 
through my mother's estate. The dates on the bills are 1656, so I 
would assume that they had belonged to my great grandfather who, as I 
believe I told you, was the first Mayor of Omaha, Nebraska at that time. 

It was a pleasure seeing you again and, with many others, I am 
looking forward to the release of your new book.

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ALBANY CHURCH PENNY 


The planchets on which the Albany Church Penny were struck seem to be worn copper 
coins or coins which were hammered or rolled smooth. The example with the script D 
has its edge rimmed (see Cooper) or upset and the border hammered flat as the wear and 
oxidation is identical on that coin’s field, the border, the edge and the design. 

The reason for the added D in script capitals is not positive but my theory is that 
the word “Penny” in script was not easily readable and the coin needed easier 
recognition. A small case d would ordinarily have been adequate as the English insignia 
but perhaps the engraver thought a large D was better as was sometimes used as the 
abbreviation of Pennyweight (Dwt or DWT) instead of dwt. This can be observed in 
printed tables of weights of foreign coin circulating in the U.S. at the time. The D was 
not for Deacon or for any person’s initial as that would not be a reason to make a 
modification of the die punch.
